The  intent  of  "What  Bugs  You?"  is  the  exposition  of  in- 
nocent and  ignorant  conversational  idiosyncracies  which  provide  a  constant  source 
of  irritation  to  the  black  community.  While  some  messages  are  not  immediately 
obvious  and  to  the  point,  others  are  deliberately  subtle  to  portray  the  insidious 
inroads  into  everyday  speech  habits  made  by  these  faux  pas.   For  example:   the 
purple  suit  hits  an  acknowledged  stereotype,  while  the  reference  to  a  colored 


"boy"  who  has  been  employed  for  31  years  may  require  repeated  hearings  by 
many.  Repetition  of  these  announcements  and  the  constant  development  of  new 
ones  may  serve  to  remove  or  reduce  these  unintentional  obstacles  to  meaningful 
dialogue.

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NSP— THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  SERVICE  PROJECT 

The  Neighborhood  Service  Project  is  a  federally-backed  effort  sponsored 
in  Roxbury  by  the  Ecumenical  Center  in  Roxbury,  Inc.  The  purpose  of  the  project 
is  to  tie  together  old  neighborhood  services  and  develop  new  ones  for  inner- 
city  residents.  A  basic  goal  of  the  NSP  "is  to  bring  help  to  individuals  as 
soon  as  a  problem  arises  rather  than  wait  until  the  problem  has  grown  in  size 
and  probably  created  additional  problems."  The  NSP  coordinates  funding  for 
neighborhood  services  from:  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity,  Housing  and  Urban 
Development,  Health  Education  and  Welfare,  The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  and  the 
Department  of  Labor.   Its  long  range  emphasis  is  for  community  planning  and  an 
integrated  social  service  delivery  system  for  Roxbury  and  North  Dorchester. 

For  maximum  effictiveness,  the  local  residents  run  the  NSP  through  parti- 
cipation on  various  conmunity  program  committees.  At  any  time,  residents  may 
join  the  Ecumenical  Center  Corporation  which  is  the  NSP  community  corporation.

Purpose:  The  Roxbury  Multi-Service  Center  was  established  to  serve  low  income 
families  facing  serious  problems  of  unemployment,  physical  and  mental  problems, 
involvement  with  the  courts,  housing  difficulties,  child-rearing,  home-management 
situations  where  serious  social  problems  exist.   Since  its  inception  in  January, 
1965,  much  has  happened  in  terms  of  how  the  community  it  serves  perceives  its 
problems  and  solutions.  The  Roxbury  Multi-Service  Center  is  seeking  to  alter 
its  approach  from  only  dispensing  services  by  going  out  into  the  area  to  helping 
people  produce  needed  changes  themselves  in  their  own  lives.  The  Center  does 
not  believe  that  mere  participation  and  organization  can  produce  social  change. 
Broader  resources  are  needed;  the  goal  of  the  neighborhood  team  was  "to  help  resi- 
dents to  develop  organizational  mechanisms  that  would  allow  them  to  compete  for 
resources  needed  to  develop  their  neighborhood  and  acquire  enough  skills  to 
effectively  deal  with  conmunity  institutions  such  as  city  government,  the  police, 
and  the  schools.  The  community  thrust  approach,  therefore,  seeks  to  develop  a 
power  base  which  allows  residents  "to  manage  and  utilize  conflice  in  pursuit  of 
defined  goals  instead  of  being  overwhelmed  by  it."
